Residents  of  Vernon  have  an  opportunity 
during  the  winter  months  to  enjoy  many  outdoor 
pastimes,  which  are,  in  a  large  degree,  conducive 
to  health  and  happiness.  The  winter  weather 
jiermits  of  sleighing  for  several  months,  while 
skating,  curling  and  hockey  engage  the  attention 
of  those  devoted  to  the  healthful  sports.
